Child Labor Must 
Come Under Laws 


MIAMI — "Farmers who hire 
extra hands to harvest their fall 
crops should be aware of the Child- 
Labor provisions of the Fair Labor 
Standards , Act. ‘It establishes 2 
16-year minimum for empl yment 
of boys and girls. in agrícultu 
during school hours." 

That statement was made here 
today by Rufus L. Stokes, super- 
visor of the North Miami Wage- | h. 
Hour office at Room 219, Carlaine 
Building, 12490 N. E. 7th Avenue, | 
North Miami. Mefnbers of his field 
staff are charged with administ- 
ering provisions of the Federal 
law in 10 Florida counties. 

"Boys and girls of any age may 
work on farms before school, after 
school, on weekends and on school 
holidays, but employment . for 
those under 16 is prohibited when 
classes are in session in the child's 
home district," Stokes pointed out.

California slipped out of the top 
position during the 1961-62 season 
just ended, according to Dr. W. E. 
Black, director of economic and 
merchandising research for the 
Florida Citrus Commission. 

Florida's share of the national 
fresh orange market rose to 50.2 
percent in 1961-62 as compared 
with 39.2 the previous season. Dur- 
ing the same period California 

| dropped from 52.5 percent down to 
44.6 percent. 

Dr. Black pointed out that this 
provided Florida shippers with a 
clean sweep of the fresh citrus un- 
loadings, since grapefruit and tan- 
gerines from the Sunshine State 
have been habitual leaders in shar- 
ing the national markets.

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Rogers Asks That. 
Monroe Doctrine 
Be Called To Use _ 


Congressman Paul G. Rogers, 
(D., Fla.) today called on the Con- 
gress to re-assert the Monroe Doc- 
trine as National policy in the face; 
of the Russian arms build-up in 
Cuba. 

Introducing a Congressional 
Resolution restating the historic 
United States policy’in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, Congressman 
Rogers addressed the House of 
Representatives, saying: 

"America is deeply disturbed 
over the build-up of Soviet mili- 
tary personnel and material in 
Cuba. This build-up has been car- 
ried out in complete and absolute 
defiance of the United States pol- 
icy of protecting this hemisphere 
fróm outside interference. 

"This policy was established 
when President Monroe set forth 
the Monroe Doctrine on December 
2, 1823. This doctrine was unilater- į 
alin nature and warns of Uníted 
States action if an extra-conti- 
nental power attempts to establish 
influence anywhere on the Ameri- 
can continents.
